COLORADO AND

May Extend to all Roads in West 
16 Mines Closed Down. 
Want 2 Cent Increase. 


Denver, Col., 7.—It is not expected 
that Martin A. Knapp, chairman of 
the Interstate Commerce Commission, 
and Chas. P. Neill, commissioner of 


labor, will come to Denver in con- 
nection with the strike situation of 
the Colorado and Southern railroad, 


So far no progress towards settlement 
has been made, Grievance commit- 
tees of the Denver and Rio Grande 
and other roads are in the city, and 
they will make a demand for an ad- 
ditional two cents an hour for yard. 
men, If this is denied it will either 
end the present strike or cause it to 
spread to other roads. Kvery  rail- 
way in the west is threatened, Six- 
teen of the larger mines near Trini- 
dad, depending directly on the Colo 
rado and Southern for handling their 
product, to-day closed down indefin- 
itely, ‘This throws some 3,000 men 
out of work, To prevent the closing 
of their mines, which would entail 
a loss of thousands of dollars, and 
to relieve a threatened coal famine 
at Central City, ten of Central City’s 
prominent mines turned “brakies” on 
a train of fuel.

The Commissioners 
appointed by Your Honour by 
Commission bearing date, the 17th 
day of May 1907, beg leave to report 
that they have held sessions of — the 
commission at Lethbridge, Frank, 
Coleman, Banff and Edmonton, and 
have examined eighty-eight  wit- 
nesses, representing miners, opera- 
tors, managers, medical men and 
railroad representatives, being in the 
estimation of your Commission a 
fair representation from practically 
all mines now in operation in Al- 
berta and of the three railways at 
present doing business in this Prov- 
ince, We present herewith a copy of 
the evidence taken for your careful 
consideration. 
Duties of Commission. 

By the said Commission your Com- 
Missioners were nuthorized to” en- 
quire into, investigate and report 
upon all matters having to do with 
or concerning the relation of em- 
ployers of labor to the laborers em- 
ployed in the coal mining industry 
in the Province, and more especially 
in relation to the wages paid to the 
laborers, the length of time consti- 
tuting a working day, the condition, 
sanitary and otherwise, under which 
such labor is performed, the precau- 
tions that are,or should be taken to 
avoid accident or injury to the per- 
sons s0 employed, and the compen- 
sation of such persons or their de- 
pendents or representatives in the 
event of their injury or death while 
engaged in such employment and in 
this connection to enquire into, in- 
vestigate and report upon all cireum- 
stances tonding to the elucidation of 
the differences between employers 
and employed in this branch of in- 
dustry with the purpose, so far as 
may be, of suggesting such solution 
or solutions for the fair setilement of 
such differences as the Commisison- 
ers may think proper to make; and 
further to make such enquiry and 
investigation as shall be found 
necessary by the Commisisoners into 
all cireumstances which may throw 


light upon or explain the seareity 
in the coal supply which existed 
throughout some portions of — this 


Province and the Province of Sas- 
katchewan and Manitoba during the 
past winter. 

Synopsis of Evidence, 

With veference to the various 
points referred to us for investiga: 
tion, we submit a synopsis of the 
evidence with our opinions based 
ihereon for your consideration. 

(1)—-Tn regard to the wages paid in 
the coal mining industry, we find 
that employers of the mining com- 
panies are paid wages as follows: 

Ordinary unskilled outside labour 
$2.25 per day. 

Other outside emp)ayees’ rates 
vaying in aceordance with gkill from 
$2.50 to $3.671-8 per day. 

Inside employees are paid rates 
varying from $2.50 to $3.60 per day 
in accordance with occupation. 

The contract miners, which  in- 
cludes the bulk of those employed 
in the actual eoal mining work, are 
paid varying rates of wages settled 
by agreement between themselves 
and the employers and differing in 


accordance with the particular 
places and system of work--wages 
having been stated to range in in- 


dividual cases from $2.50 per day to 
$12.00 per day, and as an average 
by the year the following list of

mines report the rate of wages set 
opposite each one as being the aver- 
age itor the year: 
Lethbridge—-$3.00 to $5.00 per day. 
Taber Mines, Reliance—$4.00 _ per

Your Commissioners are of the 
opinion that legislatioin in regard 
to rates of wages would not be of 


any advantage in the present condi- 
tion of affairs. 


As to Fortnightly Pay Days. 
In regard to the frequency of pay- 


ment wf wages, the evidence given 
upon the part of the miners was 
practically unanimous in favor of 


payment being made at least every 
two weeks, which is the custom in a 
few of the mines. The evidence of 
the operators connected with the 
other mines was largely in opposition 
to this system and in favor of the 
monthly payment. of wages as at 
présent in vogue in their mines. 
Evidence was given in regard to 
other countries that the custom in 
England varied from a week  up- 
wards, Nova Scotia two weeks, Brit- 
ish Columbia monthly, and in the 
United States, fortnightly and would 
show a distinction upon this ques- 
tion between miners |and other 
classes of employees throughout the 
Provinee; and your Jommissioners 
are of the opinion that any legisla- 
tion on this subject should be pre 
ceded by au inquiry into the condi- 
tions generally in regard to the em- 
ployees throughout the «Province. 

Evidence was given by the miners 
varying largely in favor of a system 
of payment for coal by run of mine, 
while the evidence of the operators 
was generally speaking in favor of a 
system for screen coal where such 
coal was used for domestic purposes 
and sold upon a screened coal basis. 
In practice this system is only used, 
60 far as the evidence shows, at the 
Lethbridge mine, and is said to be 
there taken into consideration in ar 
riving at a basis of payment, The 
majority of your Commissioners do 
not feel justified in making a recom- 
mendation whieh could only apply 
to one class of coal, feeling that 
legislation in the interests of miners 
should be such as would be of gen: 
eral benefit to the miners in the 
Province, leaving matters which 
only refer to individual mines to be 
settled by an agreement. 

Working Day Varies. 

(2)—Your Commisisonergs beg to 
report that the evidence shows that 
the length of time constituting a 
working day in the Alberta mines 
varies considerably. The large pro- 
portion of the men engaged in the 
work of getting out coal work not 
more than eight hours per day— 
those under contract to a certain 
extent regulating their own hours. 
In some mines this eight hours is 
teckoned irom the time of entering 
the mine to the time of return to the 
surface, known among miners as a 
bank to bank day of eight hours, In 
others the eight houra is reckoned 
from the time of actually commenc- 
jing work in digging coal of at such 
form of employment as they may be 
engaged in, and in exclusive of the 
time taken in entering the mines 
and getting to the place ef actual 
work and returning strom the same, 
which is known among miners gen 
erally as eight hours at the working 
face. In other mines a half hour is 
taken in the middle of the day for 
eating dinner at a regular time, and 
the eight hours is calculated exclus- 
ive of this half hour. In some mines 
in the Edmonton and Taber districts 


an hour is taken in the midile of 
the day for dinner,—these being gen- 
erally speaking new mines where 


they have not gone to any special 
depth, and the men come to the out- 
side to eat; and in one or two amall 
mines the miners actually work nine 
hours per day. The other classes of 
labor inside the mine work from eight 
to ten hours per day. Outside em- 
ployees generally work ten jours per 
day, and in some special cases they 
work eight or twelve, The general 
bulk o! the men engaged in the trans- 
portation of coal from the place where 
coal is cut to the outside of the mine 
work eight hours at the working face 
with au intermission at noon, but in 
some cases they work eight. hours 
without an intermission for dinner, 
and in two or three mines the trans- 
portation men work only eight hours 
bank to bank. These hours are a mat- 
ter of custom or agreement between 
the men and their employers. 

The evidence given before your Com- 
missioners by miners bas been un- 
animously in favour of an eight hour 
bank to bank law for all persons en- 
gaged inside the mine, while the evid- 
ence given by operators, while gener- 
ally favouring an eight hour bank to 
bank law for those persons engaged 
in the actual digging of coal, estimat- 
ed to be from seventy-five to eighty 
per cent. of those engaged in working 
inside the mines, has averaged from 
eight hours work at the face with a 
half hour intermission for dinner to 
ten hours’ work with one hour inter- 
mission for noon, and is applicable to 
the class of men generally known as 
transportation men, estimated from 
twenty to twenty-five per cent. 

Your Commissioners regret they are 
unable to make a unanimous reeom- 
mendation in regard to this matter, 


* Bath Houses and Ventilation, 


(3) In regard to the sanitary condi- 
tions of the Alberta mines, your Com- 
missioners find by the evidence that 
in all the larger mines the conditions 
are favourable to health so far as is 
consistent with the nature of the em- 
ployment. In some of the smaller 
mines, which are vetitiiaied by ust 
ural means, the air, owing to the con- 
ditions of atmosphere outside varies 
considerably, and is in some eases 
responsible for the temporary closing 
of those mines. In this respect your 
Commissioners recommend a closer 
inspection of some of the smaller 
mines with a view to the improvement 
of the conditions. 

Your Commissioners also find by 
the evidence that some of the mines 
are not conducting bath houses for 
the use of the men, and would re- 
commend an amendment to the Coal 
Mines Act making the erection of bath 
houses at the mine compulsory, 

Your Commissioners would recom- 
mend in reference to the employment 
of boys in the mines that the mini 
mum age should be eixteen years 
Their conclusions being based upon 
evidence given by a large number of 
miners and the opinion of physicians 


who have had much experience in 
connection with the health of min- 
ers. . 


For Prevention of Accidents. 

(4)—In regard to precautions which 
should be taken to avoid accidents or 
injuries to persons employed in or 
around mines, your Commissioners 
would recommend that the Coal Mines 
Act shrould be so amended as to pro- 
vide that all necessary timber requir- 
ed for the use of miners should be 
brought as near the working face as 
practicable, and in no case. further 
away than the nearest cross cut to 
the working face. 

Your Commissioners would further 
recommend an amendment in regard 
to the distance between the first and 
second openings to the mine, which 
should not be less than one hundred 
feet. 

Your Commissioners would further 
recommend that the inspector upon 
each visit to the mine make a thor- 
ough inspection and post up immedi- 
ately in a convenient place at the 
mouth of the mine a synopsis of his 
report, showing the places visited and 
the condition in which they were 
found, and that he insist upon the 
strict enforcement of the present pro- 
visions of the Coal Mines Act. 

In regard to the advisability of is- 
suing certificates to miners after ex- 
mimination, a large amount of evidence 
in the nature of opinions has been 
produced before your Commissioners, 
the miners being almost unanimously 
in favor of the system while the op- 
erators are just as unammously op- 
posed to it. No actual evidence has 
been produced to show whether ae- 
cidenis have been caused by the lack 
of such certificates, and therefore a 
majority of your Commissioners are 
not prepared to recommend legisla- 
tion upon this subject, 

Compensation Commission. 

()—In regard to the compensation 
of persons injured in mines or the de- 
vendents or representatives of persons 

iled in mines, your Commissioners 
would report that the evidence taken 
demonstrates that the provisions of 
the law, while they may be fair in 
theory, are in practice useless; that 
the expense necessary to conduct liti- 
gation under the present system of 
trial by jury and with the consequent 
appeals and long delays has in the 
past rendered it impossible in almost

Among the many arts and grace:

Financial and 
Commercial News 


New York, Aug. 7.—The squall 
which broke over the stock market to- 
day has been brewing for several days 
and there are ndj wanting observers 
to contend that the seeds were sown 
in the ill-advised market movement 
to advance prices, which was embark- 
ed upon under flambouyant auspices 
late in June, The committments now 
holding over from that period, beside 
the embarrassment of the money and 
capital agitation, which were then 
perfectly well foreseen, have been 
overtaken by the bad effects on sen- 
timent of the renewed outbreak of 
hostilities against corporations. 

The stock market was disposed to 
view with mild disquiet the news of 
the enormous fines levied on the 
Standard Oil Co, by Judge Landis 
last Saturday, Kvery day since then, 
however, the daily news has consum. 
ed large space with the announce- 
ment of new measures or plans in 
pursuit of the railroads or other cor- 
porations, 


Street's Nerves Going Bad, ' 

The agitation has got on the nerves 
ci Wall Street, The disposition to 
sell has increased, and the decline in 
prices has gained accumulative velo-| 
city, as is the way with the falling 
bodies, the outcome being the spasm 
a to-day No one questioned that 
there wag large and important liqui- 
dation in progress, although the part 
played by the bears in forcing prices 
lower and in precipitating the liqui- 
dation was also obvious, The bear 
element had grown cautious after the 
considerable decline of the wheat. 
American securities werd pronounced 
a bright spot in the London market, 
and there was some buying for for. 
eign account here, the result of a 
show of strength in the early part of 
the day, and some demand from the 
shorts to cover, This appeared later 
to have been a device on the part of 
the more influential bear leaders to 
shake off a weak following. 

Siens Not Wanting. 

There were signs enough as the 
market advanced that important li- 
quidation was still in progress. The 
onslaught of the bears thereupon was 
fierce, and the slump in prices some- 
what alarming. The market proved 
to be honeycombed with sleepless or- 
ders refuting the common supposition 
of its sold-out condition, 

The Stocks Which Suffered, 

The stocks most acutely affected by 
the weakness were notably Union Pa- 
cific and Reading. The,copper group 
also was violently dof sed. The 
subject most talked of Was the prob- 
able further course to be taken by the 
administration against corporations, 
and the measures likely to be next 
promulgated againsi them, Stocks tn 


companies. supposed to be vulnerable 
to such proceedings where conspicu- 
ously weak. Industrials as a group 
were greater sufferers than the raal- 
roads, Copper group, sugar and some 
oi the railway equipment stocks, in- 
cluding General Electric sold at low 
prices for the year. In the railroad 
list, this was true only oi the south- 
ern group, although ether prominent 
stocks approached the level of the 
Mareh panic. Reports of a confer. 
ence of state district attorneys 
vi the Mc.gissippi, to concoct sartyer 
measures against corporations, the 
Alabama indictment against the 
Southern Ry. Co., and reports of con- 
ferences amongst * corporations’ ad- 
visors to devise protective measures, 
formed the apprehension of the sub- 
ject. The late rise in call money to 
6 per cent. reflected the increasing 
pressure on resources there, ana 
time loans were strong and the de- 
mand active, Discounts were also 
higher, both in London and Paris, 
and sterling exchange ai Paris declin. 
ed, the movement tegding towards 
the point of attractions for gold from 
New York, 

Great Northern subseribers to new 
stock had an instalment of $3,000,006 
to pay to-day, On Friday there falls 
due $15,000,000 on Union Paeifie con- 
vertable bonds, and on Thursday of 
next week $15,000,000 for Southern 
Pacific preierred stocks, subscription.

TO SEARCH FOR 
MISSING LINK 


Mrs. Silenka Will go to Java to 


Complete Husband’s Unfin- 
ished Work. 


London, Aug. 7.—Mrs. Leonidas 
Hubbard, the interpid little Cana 


dian woman who, in the wilds of 


Labrador, completed the work | left 


unfinished by the death of her hus- 
band, has a rival for similar -fame. 
Mrs, Margaret Selenka is going to 
the Island of Java to try to find 


traces of the “missing link” for 
which her husband, the late mil 
Selenka, had made a laborious 
search, before his death in Munich, 
three years ago ; : 
It is well known in scientiffe cir 
cles that, more than ten years age, 
the Dutch medical map, Kugen Du- 


bois, found fossilized remains on the 


shores of the Solo River in Trinil, 
Java, which he named the “pithe 
cantropus erectus,” and which he 
firmly bélieved to be ese “missing 
link” between man and the monkey. 
A lively controversy was waged ove 
the matter, in which learned men 
took opposisg sides, Professoi Vir- 
chow being among those who asrailed 
the theories of Dubois. 


Aid From Many Quarters, 


Professor Selenka, who was an 
eminent zoologist, sided with Dubois. 
Mrs. Selenka had often assisted her 
husband in his researches and  ex- 
peditions to the Dutch Indies. She 
knows these paits of the world and 
its inhabitants well and deel fed 
some time ago to proceed with tne 
hunt for the missing — link. Phe 
Dutch government has promised Mrs. 
Selenka substantial help and aid 1 
every way. Two sappers and a great 
number of Kullis are put at her dis 
posal and all government employees 
in the regency of -Madioln, where 
Trinil is situated, are instruct d te 
help the expedition — by all imeans 
within their power. The Academy oi 
Science in Berlin is interested in her 
work and is defraying part of her ex- 
penses, It is the fitst time in its 
existence that the Royal Prussian 
Academy has thus honored a woman 
with its approval and substantia: 
help. 

A Woman of Resource. 

The work of Margaret BSelenka is 
well known and appreciated in the 
scientific world. When she was in 
Borneo with her husband for the spe 
cial study of the development of the 
anthropoid ape, Professor Selenka 
fell ill and had to return home. 
When the couple arrived in India 
they heard that the laboriously co! 
lected embryos of the  anthropoid 
apes had been lost at sea, owing to 
the gross carelessness on the part of 
the people who had been entrusted 
with the transport of the valuab'e 
collection. Nothing daunt«d, Mrs 
Selenka left her husband and while 
he proceeded on his way to Europe, 
where he had engagements to fil 
that could not be postponed, she re
